WHEREAS,  the  college  gymnasium  is  still  serving  in  its 
original  capacity,  besides  acting  as  a  Convocation  assembly  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  and  includes  a  stage  where  the  informal 
dramatic  productions  are  presented  and  the  formal  productions

Luther,  St.  Paul  Similar 

Over  four  hundred  years  ago  a  lonely, 
despairing  monk  rummaged  through  the  at¬ 
tic  of  human  knowledge  and  in  a  d.ar*  jor- 
ner,  covered  with  the  cobwebs  of  indiffer¬ 
ence  and  wrapped  in  the  rags  of  self-nght- 
eousness,  discovered  the  priceless  pearl  of 
the  Gospel.  His  was  not  a  path  greatly  dif¬ 
fering  from  that  of  another  theologian  who 
lived  some  fifteen  hundred  years  earlier. 
And  the  question,  "To  whom,  Martin  Luther 
or  St.  Paul,  are  we  most  indebted  for  our 
Christian  faith?”  will  always  remain  an 
open  one. 

As  a  son  continues  the  work  of  his  father, 
so,  someone  has  written,  Luther  took  up 
where  St.  Paul  left  off.  Perhaps  it  would 
be  more  analogous  to  consider  Luther  a 
grandson  once  again  setting  out  on  the  course 
begun  by  his  grandfather  but  disregarded  by 
his  disinterested  parents.  At  any  rate,  the 
similarities  between  the  Giant  of  the  Ket- 
ormation  and  the  First  Apostle  are  striking 
enough  to  permit  and  encourage  analogies. 

Though  such  similarities  are  manifold— 
in  temperament,  doctrine,  early  life  and  later 
effects— three  are  of  particular  significance 
because  they  are  so  fundamental  to  an  un¬ 
dertaking  of  the  accomplishments  of  both 
men.  ,  ,  „ 

Both  began  as  the  most  zealous  followers 
of  their  inherited  faiths.  Both  developed 
finally  into  hated  opponents  of  that  which 
they  knew  thoroughly  from  the  inside— self- 
righteousness.  Oh,  yes,  in  Paul’s  days  it  was 
called  the  Torah,  tradition;  and  in  Luther’s, 
penance  and  self-discipline;  but  basically  it 
was  the  age-old  fact  of  trying  to  earn  one  s 
way  into  Heaven. 

Paul,  “an  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews,  as 
touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee”;  Luther,  a 
Catholic  of  the  Catholics,  as  touching  their 
law,  a  monk.  Even  as  Paul  could  say  of  him¬ 
self,  “touching  the  righteousness  which  is  in 
the  law  (pharisaic  tradition),  blameless,”  so 
Luther  wrote,  “If  a  monk  ever  could  have 
gone  to  Heaven  by  his  observance  of  monas¬ 
tic  vows,  I  would  have  been  one.” 

Even  as  Paul  did  more  than  his  religion 
required,  Luther  also  seemed  to  delight  in 
fasting  more  than  others  and  devising  new 
excuses  for  self-chastisement. 

The  both  knew  from  personal  experience 
that  their  own  righteousness  was  no  more 
than  filthy  rags.  Both  men  were  extremely 
conscious  of  their  wretchedness  in  the  sight 
of  a  perfect  God.  This  parallelism  may  be 
overlooked  because  it  is  after  his  conversion 
that  St.  Paul  speaks  much  of  his  own  sin¬ 
fulness,  as  we  see  in  Rom.  7 :24 :  “Oh, 
wretched  man  that  I  am.  Who  shall  deliver 
me  from  the  body  of  this  death  ?” 

Luther,  however,  wrestled  with  his  reali¬ 
zation  of  guilt  before  his  change  of  heart. 
He  was  a  monk  when  he  raised  the  tortured 
cry.  “My  sin,  my  sin!  When  shall  I  find  a 
gracious  God?” 

It  is  very  probable,  however,  that  Paul, 
too,  spent  many  tortured  nights  in  his  quest 
for  peace  with  God  before  he  obeyed  the  voice 
of  Jesus  heard  on  the  Damascus  road.  As 
more  than  one  writer  has  [jointed  out,  the 
youthful  Paul  could  not  help  but  think  often 
of  the  firm  faith  and  exemplary  lives  of  those 
whom  he  had  persecuted.  Often  the  only  way 
to  quell  a  biting  conscience  was  to  follow 
still  more  earnestly  those  dogmas  of  the 
Pharisees  which  assured  peace  of  mind.  But, 
neither  he  nor  Luther  found  peace  in  the 
teachings  of  their  churches,  the  ashes  of 
self-righteousness. 

Finally,  in  both  ages,  Paul  was  not  the 
only  believer  of  the  Gospel  nor  Luther  the 
only  possessor  of  the  way  to  salvation.  Con¬ 
temporarily  with  Paul  lived  many  a  man 
who  had  personally  seen  and  even  been 
healed  by  Jesus  and  saw  in  Him  the  Savior 
from  sin.  Before  Luther’s  95  Theses  there 
had  been  a  Staupnitz,  who  knew  well  the  God 
of  Love.  Yet,  it  was  St.  Paul  who  became 


the  founder  of  our  church  doctrine,  and  it 
was  Luther  who  brought  the  church  back 
to  the  Truth.  Why? 

The  strain  of  bluntness,  impetuosity,  fiery 
temperament  is  common  to  both  of  their  dis¬ 
positions.  No  man  is  ever  in  doubt  as  to 
what  they  mean,  for  unequivocably  then 
thoughts  are  stated;  boldly  and  defiantly 
do  they  maintain  their  positions.  These  are 
the  unique  qualifications  possessed  by  these 
men,  and  these  are  the  qualifications  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  successful  propagation  of  un¬ 
favorable  ideas.  Such  obvious  conviction  and

Ernest  Guenther,  writer  of  the 
letter,  had  come  to  the  United 
States  in  1931  to  work  in  the 
New  York  office  of  the  Trans- 
Ocean  News  Service.  There  he 
was  employed  until  1941,  when 
it  was  declared  Nazi  by  the  state 
department.  He  was  immediately 
shipped  back  to  Germany,  where 
he  was  drafted  into  military  ser¬ 
vice  as  a  combat  photographer. 
U.  S.  troops  captured  him  and 
sent  him  to  the  camp  where  ho 
met  Mr.  Flessner.

We  all  dread  the  coming 
whiter,  which  promises  to  be 
worse  than  the  last  because  of  the 
more  difficult  fuel  and  food  sit¬ 
uation. 

"But  otherwise  things  seem  to 
be  picking  up  slowly— too  slowly 
to  be  any  real  relief,  I  guess  most 
of  the  German  people  have 
enough  of  war  now,  at  least  for  a 
long,  long  while  to  come.  The 
past  wars  during  the  last  few 
generations  never  affected  their 
home  land.  This  time  they 


think  twice  before  starting  a  sim¬ 
ilar  adventure.  And  with  a  strict 
control  over  industry  and  com¬ 
merce,  it  shouldn’t  be  too  difficult 
to  keep  a  close  watch  on  those 
few  who  might  still  have  other 
ideas. 

“Just  now  I  am  waiting  for  my 
permit  to  work  again  in  the  news¬ 
paper  business.  The  regulations  in 
this  field  are  very  strict,  and 
rightly  so,  and  anyone  formerly 
connected  with  Ihe  Nazi  party  or 
any  of  its  affiliations  hasn’t  got  u 
Chinaman’s  chance  to  get  into 
that  line,  at  least  not  in  the 
American  occupied  zone,  where  all 
that  is  handled  by  the  U.S.  Con¬ 
sulate  here  in  Stuttgart.  After 
consulta'.ion  with  them,  I  have 
great  hopes  to  be  one  of  the  first 
ones  to  be  able  to  return  to  the 
U.S. A.  which,  however,  may  only 
be  in  two  or  three  years  from

Cornils  Explains  Origin. 

Origin  of  the  name  of  the  society 
was  explained  by  Jacob  Cornils, 
professor  of  German.  Hans  Sachs, 
according  to  Prof.  Cornils,  was  an 
outstanding  German  poet  who 
lived  at  Ihe  time  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion.  He  was  a  great  admirer  of 
Luther.  Originally  trained  as  a 
shoemaker,  Hans  Sachs’  natural 
talents  led  him  to  the  field  of  writ¬ 
ing. 

Although  he  was  rather  forgot¬ 
ten  during  the  Thirty  Years  war, 
his  name  later  emerged  among 
those  of  the  great  German  writers 
when  Goethe  called  attention  in 
his  poem,  'Hans  Sachsens  poet- 
isclie  Sendung." 

Hans  Sachs  Verein  was  original¬ 
ly  organized  as  a  group  of  student 
poets,  but  it  became  an  organiza¬ 
tion  of  students  interested  in  any¬ 
thing  German.

Two  ground 
plays  went  for  short  gains  and 
then  a  long  pass  to  Simpson’s  34 
was  intercepted. 

Several  plays  later  Fallon  re¬ 
turned  the  favor  and  snagged  a 
Simpson  pass  on  Wartburg's  40.

Knights  Receive  Kickoff. 

After  receiving  the  opening 
kickoff,  Wartburg  reeled  off  a 
a  couple  plays  for  5  yards  gain, 
then  was  stopped  cold  on  the 
next  play  and  forced  to  kick. 
Buena  Vista  look  over  on  its  own 
30-yard  line  and  started  an  onward 
trend  toward  the  goal  line.  With 
Castle  and  Peters  doing  most  of 
the  ball  lugging,  the  Beavers 
moved  on  for  three  consecutive 
downs,  the  last  one  putting  them 
on  the  Knight  25-yard  marker, 
where  the  defensive  line  held, 
Wartburg  taking  over  on  downs.
